A one-c^t r«iuction in the 
real estate tax rate is reconunra- 
ded in the proposed 1987-88 
Open^ ^dget. 

The total i^oposed budget is 
$484.0«2.673, which U 10.34 pa- 
cent greater than the current 
buti^et of S438.713.S38. Not in- 
duded, however, is an additional 
$1.7 million in the budget ap- 
proved by the School Board. The 
School Botfd's budget was not 
available for review by the city 
when the city budget was 
prepared. 

The city budget includes 
$200.(CS,638 recommended to 
the School Board by the superin- 
tendoit. The budger rerammen- 
ded by the School Board is 
$210,700,038. 

The tax rate reductitm, accor- 
ding to City Manager ThomAS H. 
Muehlenbeck. is the result of 
greater-than-expected new con- 
struction growU) and lower in- 
torest rates. It ctMnes out of the 
recently-enacted Capital 
I mprov emait I^ogram-rdated tax 
rate of 8.7 cents per $100 
valuation, dropping it to 7.7 cen- 
ts. 

The recommended tax rate is 
87.7 coits per $100 of assessed 
value. 

The city's tax rate has 
remained stable dunog the five 
preceding bud^s. Howevn, tax 
bills fot most d^xaa have been 
higher bwause of increased 
property aimWKitf. TUs Is the 
dty 's fim i^tempt in thMevean 
to adjust the tait rata Wraievc 
the effecu of the higher property 
assMsments. 

The budget also includes:

•A three percmt general salary 
increase. Eligible employees alM 
will rec^ve merit inareases.

Libary — $1.6 million. 

•Opeofaig the Stumiv Lake fire 
station — $122,781 (salary ai^ 
fringe b«iefits c<»ts are for Uiree 
months only). 

•Opening the Parkway 
EementarySckool — $737,729. 

•IMrt service for charta and 
referenchun bonds and municipal 
center land acquisition — $4.2 
million. 

In his budget message, 
Mudilenbeck said a nu^or con- 
cern is a coamtaA pattern of 
state funding impacting those 
agendes depewlent on state fun- 
ding. He si^ he is resisting sub- 
stituting kxal ftinding in txeea$ 
of historical patens evoi though 
in sonw caseta^irtive impacts on 
current s^ces may result.

The dty is going ahead with 
plans for a double school on a 
Red Mill Farm site to house 
elementary students from Red 
Mill Farm and Ocean Lakes. 

In the meantime, the fate of 
two school sites in the Ocmq 
Lakes subdivision remains in 
limbo. 

Although some Coundl mem- 
bers Monday afternoon tried to 
tie down a commitment from 
school representatives for some 
school use of a 43-acre site on the 
property, the best they could 
manage was a maybe. 

School Board member Robot 
W. Clyburn said, "we feel we can 
eventually use it." 

If the site is used at all for • 
school, the school system ap- 
parently intends using it for a 
hi^ school. As for the 2S-acre 
site, the School Board doesn't in- 
tend to put any school there and 
if it is used at all it will be as an 
auxiliary playing field for the 
high school. 

But faced with an urgency to 
provide housing for elementary 
students from Red Mill Farm and 
Ocean Lakes, City Council Mon- 
day afternoon initiated validation 
procedings to transfer $4,319,000 
designated for an elementary 
school in Ocean Lakes to the Red 
Mill Elementary School to 
provide for«double school. 

The validhion is needed 
because of the intnided change in 
use of funds doignated in the 
1996 bond referendum for the 
Ocean Lakes School. The total 
allocated for the school was 
$6,170,000, but the School Board 
expects to save $2 million by 
combining the proj»:ts. 

Hie double school will house 
approximatdy 1600 students and 
wiU be the third in the dty. The 
otton are the Bird Neck Road 
Elemmtary and the Oloiwood 
Elonentary. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, who voted against the 
validation resolution, a|H«swd 
her mervations about dunging 
the allocations of the bond 
money. She also quati<med the 
effectivrans of a la^ demm- 
tary school and the move amiy 
from a ndghbcvhood Khocri. 

The vote for the moluti<» wbs 
8-2 with Council Nancy Puka 
voting with Henley. Coundfanan 
John Perry was absent.

school on Sandbridge Road was 
recommended by the Site Selec- 
tion Committee and approved by 
the School Board. The School 
Board owns 15 acres, which cost 
S300,000, and will purchase 
another ten acres for $330,000. 

The two Ocean Lakes sites 
were seet aside by developer R.G. 
Moore for schools as part of the 
rezoning of the property in 1983 
from agricultural to PD-H2, 
planned dev^pment. Lata, the 
School Board rejected both sites 
as unsuitable but the sites were 
accepted by the city as part of a 
settlonent with Moore in connec- 
^n with litigation. 

The 43-acre site is next door to 
a Hampton Roads Sanitation 
Commission Treatment Plant 
and also has severe drainage 
problems. It was originally the 
location of a hog farm. 

A.A. Ege, School Board mem- 
bo-, said that the Site Selection 
Committee unanimously agreed 
that two schools could not be 
built on the site. 

He said that the Committee has 
not ruled out the site for a future 
use although. Councilman John 
A. Baum, who is a member of the 
Committee, said he would not 
live next door to it let alone send 
his kids there. 

The site is also an odd con- 
figuration. Enhancnnent of the 
site is contingent on the 
willingness of the Hampton 
Roads Sanitation Commission to 
trade seven or dght acres and on 
a report that Moore is thinking 
about purchasing additional 
property which he would turn in- 
over to the School Board. 

"If the trade com« through 
and if Moore purchases the site 
for the city," said Ege. "if all 
things come true we can use the 
site." 

"I'm not quite ready to give up 
that site," Parker said. 

Henley pointed out that at an 
meting in 'August prior to the 
refoendum. City Council was 
usured by the School Board that 
all the problons with the site had 
been work«l out. A property 
mp was supp<Med to occar. 
"It's a shame this wasn't settled 
in August," she said.

Mega-ministries in perspective 

With Virginia Beach being the home of The 
Christian Broadcasting Network and other large 
ministries such as Rock Church, the recent atten- 
tion given to the revelations concerning the PTL 
Club and its leadership should make local residents 
particularly attentive to these "mega-ministries." 

In the midst of the mud-slinging between various 
ministry leaders, it must be remembered that, by 
their own standard, the Bible, their primary reason 
for doing what they do is not to have the biggest 
audience, not to create the largest headquarters and 
not to make sure the money keeps rolling in. Their 
primary purpose should be to minister — meet the 
needs of the people. 

Because these organizations use television as 
thdr medium of communication it is sometimes 
difHcult to identify who their audience is and to 
whom they minister. Their "congregation" is 
vague at best. This fact alone indicates some of the 
confusion of where such ministries fit in the work 
of the Church. 

But th«e large ministries should not be confused 
with, nor should they call themselves, part of the 
Church proper. As para-church organizations, they 
are connected with the work of Christian 
organizations and have developed relationships 
with local churchw, but a distinction must be 
made. 

It must be said that many local residents have 
benefited from the presence of the area's major 
ministries. But the acts of charity of such ministries 
are small in light of what t^ie Bible calls the Church 
to do in the world. 

While the media coverage draws so much atten- 
tion to the r^rettable foibles of the Bakkers and 
the petty squabbles of a few ministry leaders, the 
true work of the church at the local level will con- 
tinue touching the lives of people where the ne^s 
exist. This is more significant than dazzling 
camo^work aiKl fancy promotional efforts can 
create. — J.D.B.

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Two brass fire poles left 




Fire 
Safety

Many people visit fire stations 
seeking du-ections or just stop- 
ping in with questions. Invariably 
they look around for the diiny 
brass pole. If they don't see it 
they ask where it is. 

There is something intriguing 
about the brass pole that stands 
quietly in most firehouses. Let's 
try to find out why. 

The first firehouse pole was in- 
stalled on April 21, 1878 by C^ 
tain David B. Keoyon of Biogine 
Company No. 21, New York 
City. A hole was cut in an upper 
floor and a 3-inch-wide grrased 
pole extended to the floor bdow 
to enable the firemen to slide 
down the pole instead of using 
the stairs. 

This saved many valuable 
seconds back then, because ihcy 
could not make up the time on 
the road with the horse drawn 



firean^aratus. 

Today, there are automatic 
transmissions in fire apparatus 
and the eight cylinder diesel 
eiyines are very powerful. The 
trucks are easily maneuvered in 
and out of traffic and accelerate 
rapidly. 

Only two Vu-ginia Beach fire 
stations have brass poles. They 
are Company No. 11, located at 
2(Hh Street, and Company No. 6, 
located at Rosemont and South 
Plan. 

Every Saturday morning the 
firefighters polish these brass 
poles to a high luster. Brass will 
tarnish quickly if it is exposed to 
a lot of finger prints and 
nurture. 

The fire poles are polished for 
two reasons. The main reason is 
when the pole is clean, the fire- 
fightCTS slide down quicker and 
safer because there is no drag. 
The other reason is for cosmetic 
purposes. 

Every time a group of children 
visits our fire station, we end the 
tour with several of the fire- 
fighters sliding down the pole.

Don't wait to apply 
for survivor's benefits

Anyone who believes that he or 
she may be eligible for Social 
Security survivors benefits should 
apply for them as soon as 
possible after the worker's deathT* 

Application can be made at 
any Social Security offiM. In 
some cases, benefits may ni^ be 
payable to any month before the 
month of appUcation. , 

The application process can be 
quicker if certain evidence is 
available at the outset; however, 
the application should not be 
delayed simply because all the 
required evidence is not 
available. 

The people at the Social 
Security office can start the ap- 
pUcation process and suggest 
other evidence that may be sub- 
mitted. 

Some of the evidence needed to 
support an application for sur- 
vivors benefits includes: 



•The applicant's and the 
deceased worker's Social Security 
numbers. 

•Proof of the applicant's age. 

•Proof of marriage, if the per- 
son is applying for widow's or 
widower's benefits. 

•Proof of the worker's death. 

•Children's birth certificates if 
they are applying for benefits. 

•The deceased worker's Form 
W-2 (or Fedo-ai tax return if self- 
employed) for the most recent tax 
year. 

•Proof of support if ap- 
plciation is being made for 
benefits as a dependent parent or 
grandchild of the deceased 
worker. 

other evidence may also be 
required depending on the kind 
of survivors benefits for which 
application is being made.

One phone call can help prevent V A under or overpayments 



Veterans in Virginia Beach, 
Chesapeake and Portsmouth who 
are receiving monetary benefits 
from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration (VA) can prevent 
overpayments with just one 
phone call ac<x>rding to Roanoke, 
VA Regional Office Director, 
Ralph E. Smith. An increase in 
payments can also begin with a 
phone call. 

"A veteran attending college 
called to teU us he just got 
married; we told him what 
documents to submit to establish 
his dependents; now he receives 
$72 more per month," said 
Smith. "VA educational benefits 
are based on the number of the 
veteran's dependents and the 
amount of truning he receives. 

"If this same veteran had 
call«] to say he had just dropped 
a class we would have reduced his 



educational benefits," said 
Smith. "Without the call, the VA 
would have overpaid him as 
much as $93 per month from the 

date he dropped the dass." 

The VA's payments for 
veterans benefits can be no less, 
and no more, than the amounts 
established by law and 
r^ulation. What does the VA do 
in case of overpayment? "The 
VA^is legally obligated to ask the 
veteran to pay back the over- 
payment," Smith said. 

"The major cause of overpay- 
ments is late notice of the 
change," said Smith. 

"A veteran reduces his school 
workload or terminates his 
sclKwliong. Sometimes it is mon- 
ths before we are notified. Then 
the veteran is faced with a large 
overpayment that he must 
repay," Smith said.

"A veteran receiving nonser- 
vice-connected disability pension 
because of limited income may 
receive additional income such as 
Social Security, or may lose a 
dependent. If we are not prom- 
ptly notified when the change in 
income or dependency occurs, 
there may be an overpayment. 
We then must ask repayment 
from individuals whose limited 
income makes repayment dif- 
ficult," said Smith. 

"A veteran who is entitled to 
compensation benefits for ser- 
vice-connected disability may 
receive additional allowance for 
dependents, if he is 30% pr more 
disabled. A gain in dependents 
can mean an increase in comperi* 
sation; but a loss of a dependeiU 
means a r^uction in eonpen- 
sation. If we are not )»-oaipt^ 
told of the loss the veteran int^ 
be overpaid," said Smith. . - 

"Overpayments are a great 



bufden to the Veterans Ad- 
ministration and to the veteran. 
How can they be ovwcome? For 
the veteran the answer is simple. 
TeU tiie VA as soon as you have 
ka chuige in your income, the 
number of your dependents, or 
your school enrolfatwt or atten- 
dance status. If you receive VA 
pension arrange beforehand for 
someone to notify the VA should 
you die," Smith said. 

"With one phone call to the 
VA, you can be sure that you're 
receiving tlK correct payment of 
your veterans benefits," Smith 
said.

Council reverses plans for double school at Red Mill IM s

A plan to build a double-sized 
elementary school to serve both 
the Red Mill Farm and Ocean 
Lakes subdivisions was scotched 
Monday afternoon when City 
Council reversed its decision of 
just a week ago. 

Instead, Council heeded the 
wishes of residents of the two 
areas for a smaller (900-student) 
school in each of the com- 
munities. 

The hitch is that Ocean Lakes 
may have to wait longer — 
beyond 1988 for its school. 



The School Board has a site for 
the Red Mill School on San- 
dbridge Road in the Red Mill 
Subdivision. 

A site for the Ocean Lakes 
School, however, is still up in the 
air. The uncertainty over the site 
will cause a delay in the project, 
which is better, said Coun- 
cilwoman Barbara Henley, than 
having a permanent 1,600- 
student school. 

The School Board had recom- 
mended the double school as a 
way to provide housing for 
students from both communities

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City's commitment to trees 

Virgmia B«ich residents can be proud that, for 
the sevotth year m a row, Virginia Beach has been 
designatol as a tree City USA. This award, spon- 
sored by the National Arbor Day Foundation in 
cooperation with the U.S. Forwt Service, State 
Foresters, the U.S. Conference of Mayors and the 
National League of Cities, is only given to those 
cities that meet four criteria. 

First, the city must have a legally constituted tree 
body. 4n Vifginia Beach, the Landscape Services 
Division carries out that task. Under the direction 
of Arborist Roger Huff, Landscape Services plants 
and oversees the care and maintenance of thousan- 
ds of the city's trees. 

Second, there must be„ a community tree or- 
dinance. Along with those already in existence, the 
city parking lot landscape ordinance has been effec- 
tive in making new parking lots attractive. 

The third requirement, a public Arbor Day 
celebration, has quietly occurred in the city for the 
past 10 yeare. This year's ceremony, held last week at 
the R-ancis Land House, was attended by many city 
leaders and concerned citizens. 

But what is most important is the long- 
term vision this type of effort offers. Trees 
planted this year will be around for years to 
come. Every small sapling will, with proper 
care, still be around for the next generation 
to enjoy. 

Lastly, there needs to be an active comprehensive 
community tree program. In coordination with the 
tree planting ceremony, the Virginia Beach Council 
of Garden Clubs distributed over 7,000 seedlings to 
elementary school children in the city and there 
were other programs offered to help residents take 
care of their trees. 

In the midst of so much controversy over the 
city's rapid growth and the concern that develop- 
ment is occuring at the exi^nse of the city's trees, 
this award reflects a commitment by community 
;;dk^|tdl«H:s to B>r^i|ct and maintain the city's tfees. In 
fact, Virginia Beach has earned thfe delsignation 
more years than any other city in eastern Virginia.

Members of City Council 
received their first glimpse of the 
1987-88 city budget last week 
which included a request from 
the School Board for

This request is a 12.9 per^nt— 
increase over this year's 
operatinK budget. The amount of 



"new" money that needs to be 
raised by the city is $7.6 million 
which is a 10.9 percent increase 
over this year's local con- 
tribution. 

VBEA's internal newsletter, 

"in the know," commented that 

^-new era in budget making for 

the public schools had begun this 

year. It has been no secret that 



past school boards have left the 
tedious budget process up to the 
administration; Administrators 
knew that the school board 
would most likely accept their 
best professional judgement 
when the budget was proposed. 

After monitoring two very long 
and detailed budget work 
sessions, VBEA UniScrv Dkector 
Jamie Chapman said, "From 
here on^ administrators can ex- 
pect to justify every line item in 
the budget." At least this year, 
they met the challenge. 

The outcome of the school 
board's budget study was a vote 
to increase the budget prepared 
by the administration by 
$1,674,400. No one had an- 
ticipated that the school board 
would add to the budget request. 



Bull market feeds on stock traders skepticism

The only thing missing at last 
week's academy awards was an 
Oscar for this bull market as the 
longest sustaining fantasy. 
Maybe they are holding out for 
next year with the DOW at 3000. 

Students of stock market 
psychology are not as surprised 
as some who continue to be 
amazed at this "unbelievable" 
raging bull marJcet. If you are 
skeptical, your friends are skep- 
tical and everyone you talk to Is 
skeptical, don't be surprised. 
Skepticism is the very l(fe-blood 
of every major market advance. 



For example, cash positions 
among pension fund managers 
hit its highest level for the year 
last week. That means that 
managers had more pension fund 
money sitting in hard cash, 
because they were skeptical, than

when this advance began on Jan. 
2, almost 500 DOW points ago. 

Also, when skepticism 
prevails, many traders go 
"short" or sell stocks they don't 
own looking for an opportunity 
to offset their short position by 
buying back cheaper when the 
market sells off. 

If they are wrong, as they were 
last FridaYi as the market advan- 
ces, they are caught in a so called 
"short squeeze." 

As the stocks they sold short go 
up in value, they must "cover" 
(buy back their positions) or risk 
financial ruin if the rally con- 
tinues. 

In addition, traders caught in a 
squeeze usually cannot afford, to 
negotiate prices. They start losing 



money so fast that they must buy 
at any price pushing bids and 
asks higher and higher and the 
market begins feeding on itself. 

Thus, you end up with a 
market like last Friday that ap- 
peared to have been shot out of a 
five inch howitzer. 

If you have been following this 
coRimn, you would have read 
that my prognosis is for a much 
higher market to somewhere in 
the 2400 — 2500 range in the 
May/ June time frame before any 
correction of five percent or 
more. 

I'm sticking to my guns. 

There is another round number 
in your future. 

Just keep your eyes on the first 
quarter earnings reports due to be 
reported shortly. This market has 
been fueled by anticipation of 
favorble corporate earnings and 
where we go from here will 
depend on those results. 

There is a lot of concern that 
this market is overpriced, the 
result being either corporate ear- 
nings must rise or stock prices 
must fall. We're going higher. 

And remember, as long as the 
situation is in doubt, there is no 
doubt about the situation. Stay 
positively skeptical.

the biggest part of the increase 
was to replace an additional 28 
buses which would make sure 
that no buses built |?efore 1978 
would be used daily to transport 
children to school. Buses made 
after that date are much stronger 
and offer a great deal more 
protection for children if in- 
volved in an accident. A dropout 
prevention program and replace- 
ment of the heating/air con- 
ditioning system at Pembroke 
Meadows School were two other 
large expenses that made up the 
increases. 

In a cover letter to council 
members, the city manager 



outlines the differences between 
the proposed budget approved by 
the school board and the ad- 
ministration's recommended 
budget. His analysis points out 
that a $1,204,264 reduction is 
needed to hold local con- 
tributions at the city manager's 
recommended levels. The issue 
has been cut so that school board 
members will no doubt be 
required to explain and justify 
their additions to the original 
budget. Hopefully, members of 
City Council will see that the 
school board's analysis of the 
needs of the school system are 
logical and reasonable and wor- 



thy of adequate funding. 

Budget workshops are 
scheduled for council members 
on April 15 and 23 and a public 
hearing on the proposed budget is 
scheduled for the Pavilion at 7 
p.m. on April 30. VBEA will 
speak at that hearing and urge 
council members to support the 
school board's request. The total 
school budget will be about $700 
per student less that the average 
cost of public education per 
student state-vnde. If the budget 
were merely at the state average 
per pupil cost, an additional $42 
million would have to be raised 
locally.

"I didn't like the buzzer 
life — a buzzer for breaks, a 
buzzer for lunch and a buzzer to 
go home," says Aviation Struc- 
tural Mechanic (hydraulics) First 
Class (AMHl) James Beaudry, 
the Naval Air Station Oceana 
Sailor Of the Year. 

After his first hitch in the 
Navy, he tried civilian employ- 
ment for about three months, but 
he had already had "a taste of the 
responsibility the Navy offers" 
and wanted to return. That was 
seven years ago when he and his 
wife, Joy, mutually agreed to 
make the Navy a career. 

"I focus on the Navy as a 
career," says Beaudry, "and I 
have a positive attitude." 

His attitude Kstd- dedication 
won him the Air Operations 
Department nomination as its 
representative ip the station's 
search for Sailor of the Year. 

A panel of 13 chief petty of- 
ficers interviewing candidates for 
the station title selected Beaudry. 
He thinks his selection is ironic 
because the very day of the inter-

view was the day he checked-out 
of Oceana with orders to USS 
Coral Sea. 

"1 thought it was a formality 
— 1 never expected to be selec- 
ted," adds Beaudry. But Beaudry 
was judged on his outstanding 
performance during 1986, as well 
as the interview. . 

: The Navy-wide search for its 
best is done on ascending levels 
of command authority so the 
field of candidates narrowed by 
the time nominations reach the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Beaudry was also selected to 
represent Commander Fighter 
Medium Attack Airborne Early 
Warning Wings, Atlantic, the 
next level of competition, as its 
representative to the Atlantic 
Fleet in the Shore Sailor of the 
Year category. 

"This past year 1 was the night 
^ift maintenance control super- 
visor in charge of maintenance on 
three SH-3G helicopters," said 
Beaudry of the responsibility 
normally assigned to a chief petty 
officer. The helicopters are used 
in search and rescue missions and 
they must be ready to fly at any 
given notice. 

With five shops under his 
management, Beaudry explains, 
"1 was responsible for signing off 
the aircraft safe for flight and in- 
suring that all maintenance was 
completed." 

Beaudry sets his goals. "I'm on 
a good path to make chief and 
limited duty officer. Once you set 
a goal don't let obstacles steer 
you away. As you come up in the 
ranks and you start to attain the 
responsibilities the Navy gives 
you, don't forget who got you 
there — yourself and the people 
who work for you. I couldn't do 
it without those people. ' '

Council changes plans for Red Mill Farms double school

Fifteen acres are needed for an 
elementary school under State 
requirements. 

A 43-acre site, originally inten- 
ded for a high school, is not 
suitable, according to School 
Board, for any school in its 
present state. It is locatwl next 
door to the Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District (HRSD) 
treatment plant, the con- 
figuration of the parcel is un- 
suitable, and drainage of the 
property would require the con- 
struction of two retention ponds. 
The School Board is working on 
a trade of property with HRSD 
and the possible acquisition of 
additional property to make the 
site large enough and more ac- 
ceptable for a high school. 

And there is a third potential 
site — a 15-acre site on Dwyer 
Road in Pine Meadows Phase II 
being developed by Baymark 
Construction Company. It is 
located near the Ocean Lakes 
Subdivision. 

Henley said that the School 
Board, last July, had asked the 
Council for $610,000 to purchase 
the property. "That's the first we 
knew," she said, "that they were 
not satisfied (with the 25-acre site 
set aside by Moore)." 

During discussions of the set- 
tlement one of Moore's proposals 
was that he acquire the property 
and sell it to the city. At that 
time, however, Henley said, the 
Council thought the School 
Board was satisfied with the 43- 
acrclot. 

Also as part of the agreement 
the city would hae to put in site 
improvements, build a road, and 
give the developer additional 
Wnefits. The proposal was tur- 
ned down. 

Debra Presley, of Redmill 
Farm, also told Council that 
there was no truth in the in- 
sinuation that the residents were 
incited by a Council member. 

Henley said she assumed she 
was the Council member in 
question, but that she received 
two calls from Red Mill Farm 
residents and merely tried to ao- 
sww their questions. She said 
their reactions were totally 
predictable. 

During the discussion Reba

Henify said that a l.fiOQrpj^ 

elementary school is too flif^T 
and that in three years the city 
will find that the double school in 
Gl^ville is not desirable. She 
said she would prefer spending 
more time working with the 
referendum programs instead of 
accepting School Board requests 
at the last moment. 

She said that the School Board 
had not asked for Ocean Lakes to 
be included in the referendum. 
City Council realized the building 
there was going up rapidly and 
moved the project forward by 
adding it to the referendum. The^ 
school had originally been in the 
Capital Budget for 1990. 

"It's ideal to have Ocean 
Lakes ready in 1988, but if we 
can't have the ideal, delaying the 
project for a year is better than 
having a permanent 1,600- 
student school." 

She said that $610,000 was 
requested by the School Board to 
purchase the Pine Meadows site. 
The city has $200,000 from its 
settlement with Moore which 
eould be used toward the pur- 
chase of the property, she said, 
and the architect said that the 
Ocean Lakes school would cost 
1289,000 more than the Red Mill 
ichool because of the inflation 
#ith later construction and the 
site work. This difference could 
be saved with earlier construction 
and a different site. 

She added that the School 
Board would have to purchase an 
additional ten acres at the Red 
Mill site to build the double 
school. That money could be 
used for a site in Ocean Lakes, 
she said. "We're supposed to be 
doing what's best for educating 
children," she said. "1 will not 
vote for validation." 

McClanan said she heard she 
was responsible for removing the 
school from Ocean Lakes. 
"Unlike what Henley said," she 
said, "the School Board did want 
the school for the fall of 1988." 

From her experience in sending 
her children to school, she said, 
she always though people wanted 
a school to attend, but "1 don't 
like it turned around that I was 
doing something bad. If you sin- 
cerely feel you would rather live

Ocean lakes School when it sells 
its bonds", 'it can'-run Hnto 
problems with the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Assistant city manager, finan- 
ce, Giles Dodd, elaborated by 
saying that as long as the school 
is 85 percent complete within 
three years, the city is safe. 

McClangfiTrfade the motion to 
proceed with the original plan, 
including both schools in the 
bond issue. The motion was 
passed unanimously. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said, in reference to Council ac- 
tions, that the school site com- 
mittee said that the site was not 
acceptable, the School Board siad 
it is not acceptable, and it was 
unfortunate that the public did 
not participate in any of the 
discussion. He said that he 
"commended McClanan for 
moving ahead the way she did, 
feeling she did the right thing." 

Jeannie Gardner, of Fox Chase 
at Red Mill Farm, said that the 
people were promised two 
separate schools with 900 studen- 
ts each, although SOOstudetns are 
recommended for an elementary 
school. She said that a school 
with 1,600 students would over- 
whelm and frighten children. She 
said she has taught in both kinds. 

She said that although the 
School Board had no legal 
obligation to hold a public 
hearing, it was taking an action 
that would affect thousands of 
people. She suggested everyone 
work together to find a suitable 
site. 

Donna Edwards, of 1508 
Raven Crossing, said that the city 
is obligated "to give us what we 
voted for." Otherwise, she said, 
it would be difficult to hae 
another referendum passed. 

Sandra Tainter, of Red Mill 
Farm, said she assumed the city 
acted in good faith when it asked 
citizens to vote for the two 
schools. She charged anything 
less than the two schools would 
be a misuse of public funds and a 
misrepresentation of the vote. 
"In the future, voters will 
question the validity (of the 
requests)." 

John Grandfield, president of 
the Red Mill Farm Civic 
Association, said that 'the bond't

Currently In its 34th year of various antomotlve racinn competitions, tbe $7^,000 .4/niile track has 
hosted such events as the Busch Grand National Series, as well as the regular Winston Racing Series and 
NASCAR Sanctioned Stock Car Racing. Langley also features Its own special divisions. , 

This year, 140,000 spectator are expected to attend races at Langley during Its March to September 
season, according to George B. St. Amand, vice president and general manager. Twenty-seven to 29 races 
are scheduled this season , with 125 to 140 different drivers expected to compete.

The lead changed hands three 
more times among Jeff Fuller, 
defending National Champion 
Jimmy Spencer and Stefanik 
before Ruggiero shot by him on 
the 175th lap and went on to 
victory. 

The winner will take home 
$4,475 for the 78.90-mile run on- 
the .526-mile track.

They discussed AIDS, they 
discussed the possibility of a state 
lottery and they discussed child 
abuse, teenage pregnancy and the 
prevalence of illicit drugs in the 
school system. 

The forum was .thfeJlj8«aoke 
Civic Center Auditorium and 
-^^ 1,400 teachers from across the 
state, including 65 Virginia Beach 
delegates took part in the 
Virginia Education's (VEA) 
102nd annual convention. 

"I thought it was a productive 
time for Beach folks," said 
Rob Jk}nes, president of the 
Virginia Beach Education 
Association (VBEA).

said Jones. He said the board's 
responsibility would be to police 
its own profession similar to the 
American Medical Association's 
board for doctors and American 
Bar Association's board for 
lawyers. 

The basic responsibility, he 
said, would be in the area of cer- 
tification. What Jones hoped 
would happen is a national board 
would establish national cer- 
tification requirements and each 
state would have a board to make 
the individual local decisions. 

As it stands, he said, those in 
the teaching profession don't 



have control of hiring or firing 
their own ranlcs. But, he said, 
"when you have incompetent 
teachers, teachers get the 
blame."

Jones, who is currently sa^ng 
on the executive committee and 
board at the state level, said the 
Virginia Beach school system is 
presently working on a pilot ^i 
program, to begin next year at 
the junior high level, which will 
deal with "drop out prevention."

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Controversial planning application 
may force Baum and Henley to hold 
vote in future "Green Line" issues

When a controversial planning 
application involving property 
south of theOreen Line came up 
before City Council Monday af- 
ternoon, the two Council mem- 
bers who represent boroughs 
south of the Green Line were for- 
ced to abstain. 

If they took part in the 
discussion or voted on the issue, 
according to Commonwealth's 
Attorney Paul Sciortino, they 
would be violating the State's 
Freedom of Information Act 
because they do more than 
$10,000 worth of business a year 
with the applicant, Frank T. 
Williams, of the Pungo Borough. 

The two Council members are 
Barbara Henley, of the Pungo 
Borough, and John A. Baum, of 
the Black water Borough. 

The vote was 9-0 to grant 
Williams' request for a with- 
drawal of his application for a 
use permit for six single-family 
dwelling units in the AG-1 
Agricultural District south of 
Nanney's Creek Road and west 
of Charity Neck Road. The 
Green Line Is an imaginary line 
that separates the developed nor- 
thern area of the city from the 
rural south. 

Henley said later that she 
would ask for an opinion of State 
Attorney General Mary Sue 



Terry. 

If the application had been 
denied as the Planning Com- 
mission recommended, Henley 
and Baum would have been free 
to vote on other issues involving 
planning for the rural area south 
of the Green Line. 

But with the disposition of the 
Williams' application still in the 
air, Henley and Baum may be 
forced to abstain on major plan- 
ning decisions in that they migHt 
relate to the Williams' ap- 



plication. 

Henley said that she had asked 
City Attorney Dale Bimson to 
get the opinion from Sciortino. 
The reply, however, was not 
delivered directly to Bimson, but 
to the Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court. A rubber stamp 
indicated it was received by that 
agency.

But their 
goal is much bigger than the 12S-foot lot beside the 
Historic Maritime Museum, it is to make people 
aware of how today's decisions will affect 
tomorrow — J.D.B.

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Out on 
a limb 

Like tiK men and women 
who seek the highest mountain 
to climb, as a young boy I was 
always challenged by the trees 
in the neighborhoods I lived in. 

Any old tree would do, but 
the taller the better. And best of 
all, if it was tall and stood 
alone, it provided a vantage 
point from which I could survey 
the area, like a king watching 
over his kingdom. 

Now, when I talk about 
climbing trees, I mean going to 
the Umit. Lots of people scram- 
ble around in the lower limbs 
but I was never satisfied with 
that. 

I alwkys tried to see how high 
I could go before the treetop 
would start bending under my 
weight. If I wasn't at the top I 
was seeing how far out on a 
limb I could go weighing it 
dovfti, never quite sure whetha* 
it would snap off and send me 
hurtling to the ground. 

One advantage I had was 
being tall and skinny. Being tall 
gave me a reach advantage, 
making it possible for me to 
"grab those branches that were 
just out of reach for some of 
my smaller friends. More than 
once I was able to go higher 
than others because I could 
clamber past where others had 
to stop. 



More than once I found 
this skill of climbing trees 
advantageous. There were

til they were out of sight. 



Being skinny (I refered to it 
as "wiry" or "lean and 
sinewy") made it possible for 
me to traverse branches that 
might have otherwise snapped 
under greater weight. My little 
brother, who was a bit over- 
weight as a kid, never seemed to 
enjoy this sport as I did and it 
may have b^n his added weight 
that made it difficult. 

More than once I found this 
skill of climbing trees advan- 
tageous. There were plenty of 
times when, to avoid the neigh- 
borhood "nerds" I didn't want 
to play with, I ascended a near- 
by tree and waited until they 
were out of sight. 

Also, in the days of my 
youth, trees served as an escape 
route from the most horrible of 
menaces-girls! There were a 
few who I admired for their 
adroitness in the arboreal 
heights, but mostly I tri$d to 
keep clear. 

I think what made me a little 
bit better than the rest was a 
"sixth sense." I can't explain it 
but I just knew which branch 
would hold me and which to 
avoid. It also took that extra 
awareness to plan ahead to 
where you are climbing. A poor 
choice of branches and you find 
yourself, as they say, "out on a 
limb." 

But. alas, I grew up. I am no 
longer IM pounds. I can't go to 
the tippy-top like I used to. The 
branches that used to look so 
thick and strong now look brit- 
Ue. 

Every once in a while I still 
try my hand at scaling a tree or 
two. Iliere is something about 
tte fed of rou|^ bark undo- 
your hands that brings back 
chUdfaood memories. And, I'll 
admit, being able to climb up in 
the tree gi^^ me a sense of 
freedon and power. 

Ultimately, it is a return to 
my youth. Ponce de Leon 
sought the Fountain of Youth 
and I found It in the treetops. I 
guess some of it is that you 
can't do it right in street shoes 
and slacks. You n^ to be in 
blue j«ms and sneakers. And 
that's the way it should be. 
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National Board for Professional Teaching Standards— Who would serve 
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Let's Talk

A year has passed since the 
"Carnegie Report" urged the 
creation of a National Board for 
Professional Teaching Standar- 
ds. 

Such a board has long been a 
goal of the Virginia Beach 
Education Association, the 
Virginia Education Association, 
and the National Education 



Association. 

As envision^ in the Carnegie 
Report the purpose of such a 
board would be to 
"... establish standards for 
high professional teaching com- 
petence and issue certificates to 
people who meet those standar- 
ds." 

A national board and a com- 



panion state level board com- 
prised of exemplary classroom 
teachers would be a signficant 
step in elevating the status of a 
profession which as been held in 
low esteeem despite its great im- 
portance. 

Doctors, lawyers, and other 
professions currently police their 
own professions. It is time to 
grant educators the same respect 
and prestige. 

While general support for the 
concept of a national board 
exists, who should serve on the 
board is a hotly debated issue. 

Our position is that the boards 
on the state and national level 
should include teachers appoin- 
ted by the teacher organizations 
in proportion to the percentage 
of teachers each organization 
represents. 



Many editors across the coun- 
try have questioned having 
teachers serve on a committee 
which oversees teacher cer- 
tification and determines the 
qualifications necessary to gain 
certification. They ha^« likened 
this to having the fox guard the 
hen house. 

That this question is even 
raised proves my assertion that 
educators suffer from the 
' ' Dangerfield syndrome . ' ' 

We get no respect. 

Would doctors and lawyers 
dream of not having represen- 
tation on their professional boar- 
ds? Is their presence on these 
existing boards even called into 
question? 

Debate of this issue includes 
reference to the fear that teachers 
would abuse their new-found 



power. Teachers care about 
education and wish to improve 
the quality of the instruction we 
deliver. 

We don't train, certify, hire or 
have the power to fire the incom- 
petents that are a pox on our. 
profession. Our profession, 
however, receives the blame when 
the finger of blame is pointed . 

I believe teachers would set 
high standards for their own 
profession. 

I'm willing to bet my doctor's 
Jaguar and my lawyer's Mercedes 
that teachers are among the most 
altruistic professional groups. If 
educators did not put the impor- 
tance of their task ahead of 
personal gain they would not be 
in the classroom. 

We certainly aren't in this 
business for the money. Teachers 



on the board would put the agen- 
da of education ahead of any 
self-serving agenda. 

In 1858 the National Education 
Association's first president, 
Zalmon Richards, said teachers 
should, ". . .be entrusted 
(with) the duty and responsibility 
of examining all persons who 
desireto enter the profession." 

In 1986, the great minds of the 
Carnegie Commission agreed 
with him. 

In 1987, Virginia should begin 
a push to become the second state 
to Include teachers on a 
professional standards board and 
our nation should institute a 
national professional standards 
board.

said, the property owners are 
compensated for keeping their 
land in open space. 

Baum discussed his land use 
survey and other observations on 
farming after Council allowed 
the withdrawal of an application 
on a use permit for six homes on 
agriculturally-zoned property. 
Faum abstained from the vote 
under the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act because he does 
business with the applicant. 

Houses, of course, are permit- 
ted in the rural areas, but only 



within the first 600 feet from a 
road and on lots of at least one 
acre. Of the new houses being 
built, Baum said, "We're doing 
nobody a favor by letting them 
get too close to the highway." 

He also said the "new people" 
ought to know there are conflicts 
such as farm equipment on the 
highways, timber operations and 
spraying. 

By restricting farmers over 
what they can do with their land, 
he said, "we're just adding one 
layer on another on agriculture 



when agriculture is in a lot of 
trouble." 

For example, he said, he knows 
of a case where farm land was 
remed for $75 an acre last year. 
The price this year is $50 an acre. 

The questionnaire, adapted 
froni a 1984 survey prepared by 
former Agricultural Department 
Director Richard Cockrill, con- 
tains 24 questions and will go to 
owners of the 31,000 acres of 
cropland south of the Green 
Line. Of these 31,000 acres, 
29,000 produce grain crops.

Under the Plan, houses are 
permitted within the first 600 feet 
from the road in AG-2 
Agricultural areas. But the area 



beyond the 600 feet is reserved 
for agricultural use. Develop- 
ment requiring' constrtiction' of 
additional streets is not generally 
compatible, according to the 
Plan. 

Williams is developing 14 lots 
in the AG-2 zone and is seeking 
permission to construct six more 
on 25.75 acres to the rear on AG- 
1 property. 

Opponents of the permit say 
the rdaxation of the proviskms of 
the Comprehensive Plan will 
open the area south of the Green 
Line to development. 

Robert Cromwell, attorney for 
Williams, said that his client 



asked for the withdrawal so that 
^ he cpul^ wj^^t until Couffcil takes 
action" on' the Back Bay 
management plan which is expec- 
ted in four or five months. 

A withdrawal will permit the 
applicant to file another ap- 
plication at any time. A denial 
would have prevented him from 
filing an application for a year. 

The difference in months could 
mean that Henley and Baum may 
not be permitted to vote on the 
Back Bay Plan which affects their 
constitutents if the issues also can 
be related to the Williams' ap- 
plication.

Behind-the-scenes team ensures

To say the Pavilion's 
operations staff has eventful 
days is an understatement. 

Two "slceleton crews" set up 
and clean up every event held at 
the Pavilion Convention Center 
or Civic Center-Dome. And, 
both city facilities hold a diver- 
sity of events each month 
ranging from Girl Scout rallies, 
international trade shows, a 
concert by the Virginia Pops 
Orchestra or a dog show. 

Each event requires a special 
production, no matter its size. 
A precise diagram is drawn to 
indicate where each table, chair 



and piece of equioment is 
placed. 

Then the operations staff 
goes to work, ensuring all will 
be in order before the event 
begins. Once the event ends, 
they simply work in reverse, 
making sure everything is in 
readiness for the next event. 

"I'd put these crews up to 
anybody," says Operations 
Supervisor Randy Pugh. "They 
can do absolutely anything." 

The crews are a part of 
Economic Development's 
Tourism Division. Each crew is 
made up of six people plus a 
crew leader, and the two teams 
efforts are coordinated by one 
labor supervisor. 



Robert Cobbs, a 23-year city 
veteran and labor supervisor, 
recalls one event as being 
espcciaTly memorable — a 
nine-course dinner for 2600. 
While the operations staff 
doesn't handle food service, 
just trying to find the space to 
, make serving easy can be an 
overwhelming task. 

"Getting from the diagram 
to the actual set up is a real 
challenge," said Cobbs. "And 
then, if there are any last 
minute changes, we have to 
adapt quickly." 

Sums up Cobb, "The most 
rewarding feeling is when we 
can get into a set up, complete 
it, and satisfy the public."

Driver safety courm 
is time well-spent

Most of the 99 people atten- 
ding a recent defensive driving 
course at the Virginia Beach Fire 
Training Center had ulterior 
motives. 

Many were thirsting for the 
five plus points which would be 
tacked on to their Department of 
Motor Vehicles (DMV) record if 
they passed the final exam. The 
sacrifice to pay $25 and spend 
nine hours on a Saturday in class- 
room lecture for the National 
Security Council's Defensive 
Driving Course. 

Only a small percentage of 
those in the audience really were 
interested in improving their 
driving skills, according to Her- 
bert "Herb" C. Maher, a safety 
technician for the city Safety 
Department and one of the day's 
speakers.

The others simply wanted to, 
cushion their DMV reoord with 
five extra points for the next time 
they are pulled over.

City Health Department 
says AIDS on increase 

10 cas& reported in Virginia Beach

Virginia Beach has only 10 
cases of AIDS. But for every case 
of AIdI, according to Dr. 
George Sjolund, City Health 
Dei»rtmcnt director, there are 50 
jmsom who have the virus but 
are not luffering the symptoms. 

T^ may not be many, Dr. 
Sjd^^ told Council at a 
worksnop Monday afternoon, 
butjjt is double the number of 
cases last year, and the disease is 
f&tt becoming everyone's 
problem. 

He said that AIDS was con- 
leered a homosexual problem 
Itcause of the way it entered the 
country, but now, two to three 
l^ercent of the cases involve 
heterosexuals. That figure was 
only one percent a year ago and 
the percentage will increase, 
making the problem a 
heterosexual one as it is b«;oming 
in the rest of the country. 

Sjolund told Council that 
AIDS will become a public health 
issue "of a magnitucjftwe haven't 
seen in this century." 



In 1979, he said, the country 
had no cases. Cases have grown 
to 33,000 a day in the United 
States and are doubling every 
year. 

Virginia now has 359 cases, the 
greatest number (189), is in nor- 
thern Virginia. Incidence in other 
areas are: central Virginia (Rich- 
mond), 79; eastern Virginia, 57; 
and Norfolk, 24. 

Cynthia Burwell, health 
educator with the health depart- 
ment, also showed a film 
prepared under the auspices of 
the University of Virjjnia 
Medical School. 

The tape is designed for 
children in grades seven and up, 
with an emphasis on dispelling 
misconceptions about the 
disease. The film also stresses the 
importance of personal behavior 
in avoiding contraction of the 
disease. 

The 13-minute film ^as been 
shown to Brandon Junior High 
students and is available to othe 
schools and organizations. The 
Health Department also has 
other films on AIDS.

"It's 
only an option for them," he 
said. "We aren't making them do 
it." 

What the teachers do to com- 
pensate is allow any student who 
offers a piece of work for auc- 
tion, the materials to make a 
second one for their own por- 
tfolio. 

Saulsberry, who teaches 
drawing and painting, makes it a 
part of his program to have the 
stiulents do their projects twice. 
"If you can do it once," he said, 
"you should be able to do it 
a^D." 

It is the teachers' high expec- 
tations that brings forth the high 
level of competence, according to

Saulsberry. He said the program 
also exposes the students to a 
great deal of the art world . 

Watercolors, printmaking, air 
brush, commercial art, computer 
graphics, sculpture with clay, 
plaster impregnated gauze and 
casting, are all tied in with the art 
history and the style of specific 
artists to give a comprehensive 
view of art and the art world, 
Saulsberry explained. 

During the creative process, 
Saulsberry also makes sure the 
students know exactly what they 
are doing. He emphasizes the 
various procedures necessary in 
the preparation of materials, how 
colors set moods, using colors 
appropriate to the subject matter 
and using the correct vocabulary. 

"We expose them to a lot," 
said Saulsberry. "Some schools 
of thought say it is too quick, but 
the kids we have here are ready 
for it." 

Karl recently took five of his 
students on a fidd trip to his 
nlma mater. East Carolina 



University. There, the elementary 
school students conducted a 
panel discussion for a college art 
class. 

After it was over, Karl said, the 
professor was amazed at the high 
level of proficiency the students 
had and remarked that the 
youngsters "spoke about art like 
educated adults." 

All the students who come to 
the program show a higher than 
average potential in art. The 
school requires recommendations 
from the student's home school 
art teacher, a portfolio of the 
student's^ work, a letter from 
another teacher and another 
from one of the student's parrats. 

Once chosen for the program 
they attend the school one day 
each week. They are also expec- 
ted to keep up with their regular 
school commitments. 

While most show basic com- 
petence before they come, it is the 
program's individual and inten- 
sive instruction that builds con- 
fidence and refines the raw 
talent. 

"I've seen some who come 
here scared, intimidated," said 
Karl. But with work, he said, 
they break through and realize 
their capabilities. 

"They don't know they are not 
supposed to be this good," said 
Saulsberry, "and we don't tell 
them."

Seeks to improve oceanfront aesthetics 

Council amends sign ordinance

City Council, which just recen- 
tly made the city's sign and 
billboard ordinances more 
restrictive, Monday afternoon 
made further chanses in its sign 
ordinances to improve the 
aesthetics in its commercial 
districts. 

Specifically hit were signs in 
the resort commercial district 
which was declared a sp«;ial sign 
district. 

While the resort ordinances 
referred to the B-5 Resort District 
classification, properties 
generally on the east side of 
Atlantic Avenue, similar or- 
dinances will be considered next 
Monday affecting the B-4 
District, generally on the west 
side of Atlantic Avenue. 

William Macali, fi-om the City 
Attorney's office, said that the 
intent is to apply the same restric- 
tions to all businesses and the 
same to all hotels and motels. 
Everyone will be treated alike, he 
said. 

Added to the amendments 
pioip&xA by the Planning Com- 
mission was a limit on the size of 
the pictorial part of a logo. 
Untas some limit is placwl on tltt 
urn, Mwali said, the logos <»n 
have a 24-foot i<^ cream cone. 



The staff showed slides of the 
kinds of signs the city is trying to 
discourage-giant subs, chefs, 
bulls and even the McDonald's 
golden arches. 

The pictorial content has been 
limited to four square feet or 20 
percen^ of the allotment, 
whichever is less. 

Signs already in existence, in 
all categories, however, will be 
permitted remain under the 
grandfather clause. 

Other special resort 
prohibitions: 

•Business establishments will 
be permitted no more than two 
words on signs to designate the 
type of «tablishment advertised. 

•Moving, flashing, Winking, 
alternating or pulsating lights 
changing in intensity, except 
lights indicating the temjxrature 
or time of time, will be 
prohibitwi. Council, however, 
removed from the ordinance a 
prohibition on neon signs. Tim 
Barrow, chairman of the Resort 
Area Advisory Committee, told 
Council that the r«triction on 
neon signs was over restrictive in 
that some Of the best graphic 
design is currently being done in 
neon lighting. 

•Signs will not be permitted to 
remain in disrepair longer than it 
take to repair them. 



•Signs in windows will be 
limited to a surface area no 
greater than 20 percent or no 
more than 16 square feet. 

•Establishments will be restric- 
ted to a total of 16-square feet of 
signage with no more than two 
signs to an establishment. No 
establishment with less than 100- 
square feet frontage will be per- 
mitted to have a free-standing 
sign. 

Other amendments apply to 
residential areas, neighborhood 
commercial centers, and signs 
advertising property for sale, 
lease or rent, which will be per- 
mitted. 

H<^s and motels in the B-S 
District will be treated under 
regulations pertaining to hotels 
and motels in the H-2 Resort 
Hotd District. 

Other amendments adopted af- 
fecting aublishmrats all over tte 
dty. 

•Make signs overhanging 
puMk iq^it-of-way ill^. 

•RaluK the required setb«:k 
for ma^es free standing signs. 

•Provide the zoning ad- 
ministrator the authority to 
Insen thge nonconformity of ca- 
tainnyis.

As they say, if their offer seems too good to be 
true, it probably is. 

The best way to avoid this type of problem is to 
check the company's references, get a written con- 
tract for the work, specify what is to be done and 
by what date, and be sure you know for what you 
are paying. If the firm is licensed and insured then 
it should be pretty reliable. 

It may seem that keeping up with all the tasks is a 
costly adventure. But taking care of your home can 
help avoid the even bigger costs for major repairs. 
If you feej unsure about your ability to take care of 
certain aspects of home ownership, it is a good idea 
to get someone else to do it. But if you can do the 
job yourself, the savings are noticeable. 

In the long run, not only will there be a savings in 
the cost of home repair, but the resale value of the 
home is increased if it goes on the market. Not only 
that, but a well maintained home is more attractive 
to someone looking to buy. 

Finally, when making needed repairs there is a 
peace of mind and a sense of accomplishment that 
cannot be valued and may be the mos^t important 
thing about paying attention to the maintenance 
needs of your home. Possessing a home may seem 
like a burden, but much pride can be taken in a 
home that is given proper care. — J.D.B.

Trade reform bill necessary for fair trade 



Armed with considerable 
evidea^.that Japan is violati^^ 
the tenor of an eight^onth old' 
agreement on trade in semi- 
conductors, President Reagan 
announced late last month that 
the United States would impose a 
100 percent tariff on $300 million 
worth of Japanese electronics ex- 
ports tmhis country. 

The tariffs, which represent the 
toughest Uuted States trade san- 
ctira against Jtyran since Worid 
War II, are an appropriate 
respond to a pattern of unfau- 
Japanese tr£de practices. Those 
practices have included the sale 
of semiconductors in Third 
World nations at prices well 
below their fair market value and 
the creation of barriers to the sale 
of United States semiconductors 
in Japan. 

The significance of the 
president's a^ion cannot be over- 
stated. By imposi^ these san- 
ctions, the president has demon- 
strated that he recognizes and is 
now prepared to combat unfair 
trade practices. He has also ad- 
ded mcHnratum to the bipartisan 
effort in congrtss this year to 
enact comprehensive trade 
legislation tbaX will reduce this 
nation's $170 million trade deficit 
and the enormous loss of jobs it 
has created. 

The foundation of such a bill 
has now been Uud. The House 
Ways and Mum Committee, 
which has primary jurisdiction 
over United States policy, has 
approved and sent to the full 
house the Tra<k ^form Act of 
1987(H.R.3).

legislation would require the 
president to impose the kind of 
retaliatory trade sanctions recen- 
tly imposed against Japan. Of 
course, the bill limits retaliatory 
measures to those cases in which 
a clear pattern of unfair trade 
practices has been established, 
and it permits the president to 
def^ sanctions when they would 
be contrary to United States in- 
terests. 

Currently, duties, import 
quotas and other sanctions again- 
st unfair trade practices are 
largely discretionary. In practice, 
they are rarely imposed, and 
when they are, it is only after an 
extended administrative process. 

The Trade Reform Act of 1987 
should help ensure that future 
unfair trade practices will be met 
with swift and effective sanctions 
by the United States. 

The measure also contains 
provisions to boost the sale of 
United States products abroad. 
Specifically, H.R. 3 relaxes cer- 



tain controls on many items 
whose, ?xpoi:t ,1^ now ,sJ^jag?ntly 
controlled foT, §eci|rit7 iica^pjs. 
While cohtrob^oq very sensitive 
items will remain intact, there is 
wide agreement that many well 
intended export restrictions have 
seriously harmed the sales of 
products whose sensitivity is 
marginal or nonexistent. 

Additionally, the bill wou^l 
direct the Commerce Department 
to assume an expanded role in 
promoting the sale of U.S. 
products abroad. 

Finally, the house trade bill 
should improve job training for 
those who have been displaced by 
imports. Up to ^ percent of all 
dislocated workers do not have 
the skills necessary to move into 
new occupations. Yet, existing 
training programs serve less than 
five percent of the eligible 
population. By providing new 
educational services to these 
workers, the bill recognizes that 
competitiveness and a versatile, 
skilled workforce go hand in 
hand. 

The comprehensive scope of 
the Trade Reform Act reflects the 
breadth and depth of the nation's 
trade problems, which were 
vividly underscored last month 
by the president's action against 
Japan. 

With this measiu-e, congress 
has the opportunity to affirm its 
commitment to fair trade 
policies, which will enable 
workers in Hampton Roads and 
throughout America to compete 
more effectively.

We finidly did catch the dog. 
And, for the rest of the trip, I 
was given the nickname of 
"Jungle Jim." After the trip 
was over my sister sewed up the 
shirt and the rip now mak« me 
look like I had. a r«:ent ab- 
dominal operation. 

I don't wrar the shirt very 
much now and evay once in a 
while my wife tells me to get rid 
of it. I can't seem to part with 
it.

The public is wdl aware of the ef- 
forts of the Virginia Beach 
Education Association (VBEA) 
to secure an adequate salary and 
benefits packag^'fbr its members. 

However, there are many areas 



of instructional concerns that the 
VBEA examines and investigates 
because of the effect the learning 
environment has on personnel 
and the students they teach. 
Ref^ring to recommendations by 



the Carnegie Commission and the 
Governor's Commission on Ex- 
cellence in Education, the VBEA 
has moved strongly to encourage 
a more active involvement of 
teachers in the management and 
decision-making process in in- 
dividual schools. 

In order to develop within each 
school ttje concept of 
collaborative management and 
collective problem-solving, a 
committee has been established 
to look at the possible benefits of 
quality circles at the local school 
level. Quality circles have been 
used successfully by major 
businesses such as Hertz, IBM, 
and Lockheed. 

Proponents argue that this ap- 



proach not only changes for the 
better the quality of work, but 
also how managers regard the 
people who work for them. 
Brought to this country in the 
early 1940's, quality circles are 
used extensively in over 7,000 
major companies, in virtually 
every sector, from transpor- 
tation, entertainment, and flnan- 
ce to the military and government 
and involve workers of all types 
and shades of collar. 

The VBEA proposed using the 
quality circles approach adapted 
by Jim Ballanca and the Illinois 
Renewal Institute for school staff 
involvement programs. The 
VBEA is very exited about this 
proposal and believes it will help 



every school maximize its lear- 
ning environment. In addition, 
the Virginia Education 
Association, in cooperation with 
the Appalachian Research 
Laboratory, has chosen to fund a 
group of teachers and ad- 
ministrators for the purpose of 
researching and developing plans 
for participatory management. 
One teacher and one ad- 
ministrator from five surroun- 
ding school districts will study 
how best to bring together the 
school personnel and ad- 
ministrators to implement a goal- 
setting strategy and problem- 
solving team approach which 
facilitates teaching and learning 
to make more productive 



schook. 

The VBEA is excited about 
these programs and will continue 
to push for excellence in schools. 
We will actively research and in- 
vestigate ways to make schools 
better.

Beach resident runs 
unique tree business 
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With so much being heard 
about tree destruction in Tide- 
water, it is refreshing to hear 
about a business that can make 
money saving trees. 

Jack Wilkins is a Virginia 
Beach resident who runs Tree 
Transplanters of Virginia out of 
his home in the Great Neck area. 
His company owns a large tree 
spade that is capable of digging 
and moving sizeable trees from 
one site to another. 

Wilkins' firm is the only com- 
mercial tree spade operation in 
South Hampton Rdadi. 

Tree Transplanters of Virginia 
recently saved 35 handsome 
specimens at Greenbrier Mall in 
nearby Chesapeake. The trees 
had been part of the atttactive 
landscaping at the mall since -its 
opening several years ago. 

They were destined for destruc- 
tion due to scheduled expansion 
before Wilkins was consulted. 
His large, truck-mounted tree 
spade dug and transported the 
trees to a nearby field where they 
will await completion of the new 
construction. They will then be 
reintroduced into the new land- 
scape scheme at the mall. 

The trees Wilkins moved were 
five to seven inches in diameter, 
up to 35 feet tall and included 
sugar maple, red maple, 
magnolia, live oak and willow 
oak. 

The tree spade surrounds the 
tree and removes a soil ball 
measuring 70 inches in diameter 
at the top and 57 inches deep that 
weighs as much as 4,500 pounds. 
The equipment can effectively 



remove and transplant trees up to 
seven inches in diameter with lit- 
tle or no serious root damage and 
high Survivability. 

Wilkins says that he only lost 
10 of 1 ,000 trees transplanted last 
year despite the severe drougt 
conditions that persisted through 
thefaU. 

The service Tree Transplanters 
of Virginia provides is ideal for 
those wanting to take a favorite 
yard tree with them to a new 
home. It is also the answer to the 
homeowners who want larger 
trees than are generally available 
at nurseries. 

Wilkins' spade provides a 
larger soil bfdl and, therefore, 
more root structure than is avail- 
able with many balled and 
burlapped nursery trees. Since 
Wilkins transplants many native 
trees from natural settings, they 
are well-adapted to our local 
'climairccdnclitiohs and soils. 

The service Wilkins offers 
should be of interest to local 
builders and developers. Many 
trMs on development sites must 
be cleared to make way for 
buildings imd roads. Ati too of- 
ten mairiy young, healthy ti-ees are 
carelessly pushed over or injured 
by land clearing equipment. 

Using the tree spade, trees 
could be removed to an alternate 
location and returned to the site 
after construction is complete as 
part of the landscaping scheme. 
Or they can be sold as land- 
scaping material for other sites. It 
should be noted that the spade 
does not leave a large hole on the 
site, since it is filled with the soil 
ball removed from the new tran- 
splant site. 

Wilkins is very positive about 
the prospects for his business. He 
is getting calls from as far away 
as Williamsburg. With both the 
high demand for trees and new 
home construction, he should be 
doing a lot of tree transplanting 
in 1987. 



Firefighters conduct 
building inspections

If you are the owner of a 
Virginia Beach business, you will 
soon be visited by your Virginia 
Beach firefighters for an official 
building inspection. 

As of April 10 this year, the 
Fire Inspections Office has tur- 
ned over the routine building in- 
spections to the firefighters in the 
engine companies. There are over 
8,000 businesses in Virginia 
Beach and each one rMjuires mi 
annual fire safety inspection. 

What is a building inspection? 
The firefighters will cwne into 
your establishment and walk 
through and point out any fire 
code violation. The business 
owner will have a reinspwtion 
within a month. They will check 
all the fire extinguishers and t«t 
your emergency lighting. They 
will check for exit lights and 
check for clear passageway to the 
exit doors. Exit doors must not 
be locked while p«)ple are in the 
building. The el«:trical panel 
must not have any combustible 
material near it and must have a 
cover over the breakers. The 
firefighters will also chKk for 



overall housekeeping in the 
building. All flamable liquids 
must be placed in approved con- 
tainers and stored ina safe man- 
ner. 

The Fire Inspections Office has 
only 11 fire inspectors to cover 
the entire city of Virginia Beach 
and they have been unable to 
keep up with the routine inspec- 
tions. With this new concept of 
the firefighters inspecting the 
buildings, the fire inspectors can 
concentrate on thew larger and 
more complex buildings like 
hospitals, nursing homes and in- 
dustrial buildings. By the same 
token, the firefighters will be 
visiting the buUdinp that th^ 
protect in their area and enable 
them to look at the construction 
methods and the floor plans. In 
the event of a fire they will be 
more familiar with that particular 
building. 

So, if you are a business owner 
in Virginia B^h, prepare now 
for your building inspection. 
Check your fire extinguishers and 
clou^ out the iMusageways to the 
rait doon. Please make your 
building fire safe for yourself and 
your custiNners. Help your fire- 
fighters help you. If you have any 
questions about building inspec- 
tions, call the Fire Insp«:tions of- 
fice at 486-1234. Think fire 
safety.

'Awesome' Bill looking for short track 



To win the Winston Cup 
Championship, a driver must be 
a consistent winner or high 
finisher on all the tracks on the 
tour. 

There are only four "short 
tracks," those less than a mile in 
length, on the circuit, Bristol In- 
ternational Raceway, Richmond 
Fairgrounds Raceway, North 
Wilkesboro Speedway and Mar- 
tinsville Speedway. But those 
slam-bang, lean-on-'em layouts 
sometimes can be the difference 
between being the champion or a 
close second. 

Consider Bill Elliott, the driver 
of the Coors Ford Thunderbird, 
who in the last two years has ear- 
ned the nicknames "Awesome 
Bill from Dawsonville" and 
"Million Dollar Bill." He has 
torn up the big tracks, especially 
in 1985 when he won 1 1 races and 
$2,383,187 and still wound up 
second in the Winston Cup chase. 

Last year, he scored twice and 
earned $1,049,142 and finished 
fourth in the standings. And his 
lack of a Winston Cup crown vir- 
tually can be traced to the little 
success he has had on the tour's 
short tracks where he has yet to 
visit Victory Lane. 

All that may be coming to an 
abrupt halt. Elliott posted a four- 
th place finish at Richmond and 
stunned everyone by taking the 



Busch Pole position and setting 
a track record at North Wilkes- 
boro. 

Entering the world's richest 
short track event, the $364,880 
Sovran Bank 500 on Sunday, 
April 26 at Martinsville Speed- 
way, Elliott leads the circuit in 
money won with $382,640, is 
second to Dale Earnhardt in the 
Winston Cup standings, has one 
win, one pole position and six 
finishes among the top five. 



Elliott came close to the track 
qualifying record of 90.716 miles 
per hour, set last spring by Tim 
Richmond. "We were off the 
record by about two-tenths of a 
second but a lot will change bet- 
ween now and race day," Elliott 
said. 

And his first short track vicr 
tory, of course, would make it 
even more enjoyable when the 
Sovran Bank 500 takes the green 
flag at 12:30 p.m.

Pro auto racing at its best, 25 years ago

From the early 195(te until the 
late 1960b, Aoek car racing i^ur^ 
big sport in tlie Tidewater area, 
and Chesapeake resident Pete 
Babb thinks that almost 20-year 
stretch makes it the longest 
lasting major sport the area has 
seen. 

•'Back in those days, we 
didn't have the super speed- 
ways," said Babb, who has been 
technicl inspector with the 
National Association of Stock 
Car Racing (NASCAR) for 37 
years. "If anyone wanted to see 
stock car racing, they had to 
come here." 

What this area offered racing 
enthusiasts were two oval race- 
tracks in Norfolk, one in 
Moyock, two in Suffolk, one in 
Newport News and a rougher one 
in the Bowers Hill section of 
Chesapeake. Of those tracks, the

Princess Anne Speedway, which 
was located where the Admiralty 
Motel sits on Military Highway, 
was the big draw. 

The races back then, said 
Babb, didn't have the big spon- 
sors like they do now. If it was a 
200-lap race in Richmond, it was 
called the Richmond 200. 

But even without the big name 
events, he said, the track might 
draw anywhere from 2,500 to 



4,000 for a Sunday afternoon of 
racing. "That was good atten- 
dance back then," he said. 

The Mrtcess Anne Speedway^ 
actually had two tracks. One was 
a half-mile dirt track and the 
other was a quarter-mile asphalt 
track. Races were run on the half- 
mile track on Sunday afternoon 
and on Tuesday evenings they 
raced on the asphalt track. 

The major competition to the 
Princess Anne Speedway was the 
Chinese Comer Raceway, a three- 
eighth mile dirt track located on 
the corner of Newtown Road and 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. When 
both raceways had races on Sun- 
day afternoons, it was always a 
battle to see who could draw the 
best racers and the biggest 
crowds, said Babb. 

Bill Champion, a Norfolk 
resident who raced and won on 
most of these tracks, said he 
tl^ought the big years for racing

in this area were 19S9, I960 and 
1961. After that, he said, though 
there were a few reasons why 
racing died out, it aU boiled down 
to one thing — money. 

Politics, poor promoting and 
the rising cost of equipment made 
it difficult to stay in business, 
Champion said. In the 19S0s, 
said Champion, you could build 
a racecar to run at Chinese Cor- 
ner and places like that, for SSOO- 
600. Now engines are $18,000- 
20,000 a piece, he said. 

Babb said he thought the rapid 
growth of the Tidewater area also 
helped to push out the track. "It 
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wasn't for lack of attendance," 
he said. 

Stock car racing wasn't the 
only kind of racing in the area. 
South of Pungo, in the Creeds 
area of Virginia Beach^ a drag 
strip was operated from the early 
1960s until 1983, said R. J. 
"Dickie" Twiford. 

The racing that took place 
there, said Twiford, was in the 
Elapsed Time (E.T.) bracket. In- 
stead of going head-to-head 
against the car in the other lane, 
drivers worked to drive their car 
consistently according to a 
prerecorded time. In that sense, 
the race was against the clock. 

Racing here also took place on 
Sunday afternoons, said 
Tvnford, starting at 12:30 p.m., 
"after the churches let out." 
Th«i, in the carly-niid-1970s, the 
track was lit, allowing racing to 
take place on Saturday nights. 

Twiford said the raceway has 



been called by various names. It 
started as the Freedom Seven 
Dragway, he swd, and changed 
hands and names many tii^fs 
over the years. Despite the 
changes, racers came from as far 
away as Richmond to take part in 
the races. 



Even though there was a lot of 
racing going on, Babb and 
Champion don't remember there 
ever being any major accidents. 
Babb said that with the track 
being only one-half mile and with 
races sometimes starting 30 cars 
in a race, "you had a lot of 
maneuvering and bumping" but 
the racing was not as fast as it is 
today. 

"If you turned a one-half mile 
track in 32 seconds," Babb said, 
"you were flying."

traffic deaths by 50 to 60 percent. 

People don't wear seatbdts 
because they don't think they will 
be in an accident, said Maho^, 34, 
an emergency medical technician 
with the Virginia Beach Rescue 
Squad at the Arctic and ^Hh 
streets station. Mi^er told the 
audience that one of the first 
things a person says after an ac- 
ckiait is, 'I can't believe it.'" 

Secondly, Maher said drivers 
should be emotionally fit while 
driving. Ninety percent of the 
people in an accident have admit- 
ted to being mentally distressed, 
said Maher, explaining that 
driving after an argument can be 
dangerous. 

Following at a safe distant^ 
from other vehicles on the r<»d is 
also vital when driving, Maho- 
said. The distance can be 
estimate using the two-sectmd 
rule. It should take a car at least 
two full seconds to pass a 
stationw7 object after the car 
ahead does. 

Throughout the first half of the 
session, Maher's enthusiasm, 
humor and intcrjecti<»s of per- 
sonal experiences kept the other- 



wise "sleepy" audience awake. 
"You look ugly," Maher told the 
audience from time to time. A 
statement that instantly didted a 
jovial r^ponse from the audien- 
ce. 

Maher, who aiq>ears comfor- 
table speaking before a large 
audience, said he has never had 
any professional speaking 
training.

Dwight Blankenbaker, a dty 
Safety Department ad- 
ministrator, likewise, kept the 
roomful of defensive driving 
students tame during the last half 
of the full-day session. The 
audience soon foimd out they 
were not as wise to the rules of 
the road as they had thought.

"What does the yellow light 
mean?"

Little did 
anyone know that a yellow Ught 
actually mouu stop, unleas die 
car is alr^y into the intersec- 
tion.

City Council has expanded its 
programs for real estate tax 
exemption for the elderly and 
handicapped and its sewer line 
fee and water resource recovery 
fee for the elderly, handicapped 
and financially disadvantaged. 

The programs will cost the city 
$386,137 in revenues during the 
upcoming fiscal eyar Of $53,082 
more than the cost would be un- 
der the current program. 

The ordinances, adopted 
unanimously by Council Monday 
evening change the ^ameters 
under which the exemption ap- 
plicants qualify. 

Under the ordinances the 
disadvantaged qualifying would 
receive 100 percent exemption 
from water resource recovery fees 
and sewer line fees. 

Exemptions for the elderly and 
handicapped are determined on 
the basis of an income scale with 
greater exemptions granted to 
those with lower incomes. 

In all three progrms, the total 
combined income permissible for 
the elderly and handicapped was 
increased from $15,000 to 
$18,000. State law allows for 
exemptions up to incomes of 
$22,000. 

In the matter of real estate tax 
exemptions for the elderly and 
handicapped, the total combined 
Income excludes the Wrtt 17,500 
(increased from $5,000) received 
as permanent disability compen- 
sation. Also the exempted income 
of each relative other thmi spouse 
or spouses of the owner or 
owners living in the dwelling was 
increased from $4,000 to $5,000. 

Also, the net combined finan- 
cial worth of the owner per- 
missible was increased from 
$40,000 to $50,000. The State 
Code allows a limit of $75,000. 

The range of exemptions for 
the elderly and handicapped was 
changed as follows: 

Zero to $10,000 (from $9,000) 
for a 100 percent exemption; 
$10,001 (from $9,001) to $12,000 
(from $10,000) for an 80 percent 
exemption; $12,001 (from 
$10,001) to $14,000 (from 
$11,000) for a 60 percent exem- 
ptions; $14,001 (from $1 1,001) to 
$16,000 (from $13,000) for a 40 
percent exemption, and from 
$16,001 (from $13,001) to 
$18,000 (from $15,00) for a 20 
percent exemption. 



Under the ordinance the 
disadvantage kqualifying 
would receive 100 percent 
exemption from water 
resource recovery /«» and 
sewer line fees. 

The poverty thresholds for the 
financiallv disadvantaged 
qualifying for 100 percent water 
and sewer relief exemptions were 
increased from a total combined 
income of the owner and the 
owner's relatives in the 
household from $4,000 to $5,701 
for a one-person household 
ran^ng to $22,508 for a househoki 
of pine or more persons. 

Persons qualifying for any of 
the tax relief must be 65 years of 
age or older, or totally disabled 
or must meet the poverty 
threshholds. 

Persons qualifying for real 
estate tax relief have the options 
of choosing tax exemption (under 
the established scales) deferral of 
taxes (in which case all the taxes 
due are collected) from the estate 
of the qualifying property owner, 
or by freezing the taxes 
(establishing the tax at the 
amount owed when the tax freeze 
was granted). 

Council Harold Heischober 
pointoi out that 95 percent of the 
applicants choose exemptKni 
rathn- than deferral. Fittatax 
County has eliminated exem- 
ptions altogether, however. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
said he favored deferral as the 
more equitable method of tax 
relief. He said he would be 
agreeable to raising the income 
ceiling to $22,000 if the deferral 
system is established rather than 
exemptions. He said that it was 
"not our job to keep an estate in 
paiJetuity for the Heirs." He poin- 
ted out that young people'^naking 
even less than the established 
limits for tax exemptions are 
paying their full taxes. 

Mayor Robert O. Jones said 
that the exemption route enables 
elderly couples to preserve an 
asset for the next generation who 
have no need for it. He agreed 
there was a question on the equity 
of the system. He said "a whole 
lot of funny business" is going on 
in the area of medicaid with 
parents giving their assets to 
children and waiting two years to 
apply for o^drcaid. He said that

This summer, when thousands 
of visitors come to the Tidewat«- 
area to vacation, a new addition 
to the scenery will be state police 
patrolling the highways on 
motorcycles. 

With th heavy traffic along the 
Virginia Beach Expressway and 
Interstate 64, accidents 
sometime tie up traffic for miles 
and state police are hoping that 
the rdntroduction of motorcycles 
after a 32-year hiatus, will give 
the troopers greater mobility in 
combating the problems connec- 
ted with the often bumper to 
bumper traffic. 

In this area, the motorcycle 
unit will focus its efforts on the 
Virginia Beu:h Expressway from 
the beach all the way down Inter- 
state 264 to the Downtown Tun- 
nel in Norfolk and on Interstate 
64 from the Virginia Beach/ 
Chesapeake city line the Hamp- 
ton Roads Bridge Tunnel to Mer- 
cury Boulevard. 

One of the state troopers in- 
volved in this 12-month pilot 
program is Virginia Beach 
resident H. L. "Les" PowcU, a 
10-year veteran of the state police 
force. 

Though Powell, 32, said his 
experience in ridMg motorc^es 
goes back almost 20 years, riding 
dirt bikes as a kid and then on the 
road since he was 18 years old, he 
said volunteering for the motor- 
cycle patrol was not an easy 
decision. 

"I had to give some thought to 
it," he said. Having worked on 
motorcycle accident scenes as a 
state police officer, some of 
which included fatalities, he said 
he knew the risks. Being on a 
motorcycle and patroling during 
heavy traffic posted an element 
of danger. 

"I'm not a hot dog," he said. 
"When I first started riding I 
learned to have respect for a 
motorcycle." Having had an ac- 
cident early on in his riding ex- 
perience was a good teacher, and 
he said "it only took once to 
learn." 

State Police Sgt. Richard 
AUgood, field coordinator for 
the motorcycle program in the 
Tidewater ar«i, said the program 
is starting up again in this area 
and in Fairfax County to see if it 
might be beneficial to use motor- 
cycle patrols in other areas of the 
state where there is a high volume 
of traffic. 

The 12-month test period, said 
Allgood, should be enough time 
to evaluate whether the program 
'should be modified, expanded or 
cancelled, if it is effective in 
dealing with traffic and, most 
important, if it is safe. 

The state police is hoping the 
use of motorcycles will give 
toopers greater mobility in 
dealing with traffic problems. 
There are times, said Allgood, 
that state police officers sum- 
moned to the scene of an accident 
are caught up in traffic tie-ups 
and are unable to respond ap- 
propriately. 

It is now hoped that with 
motorcycles, officers can get to 
accident scenes quickly, thus 
avoiding what he called the 
"domino effect," the many 
secondary accidents that occur 
when traffic backs up. 

Allgood said studies have 
shown that accidents happen 
eight times more frequently 
during peak traffic times. In 
Tidewata, peak-use times oooix 
on Friday evenings and all day 
Sunday when vacationers come 
and go. 

The disadvantages of driving 
motorcycle, said Allgood, are 
mostly weather related. With 
heavy rain or ice and snow, 
motorcycle are dangerous to

operate. Additionally, he said, 
state troopers can't transport 
pris(^rs or if need be, citizens 
from 'the scenes of accidents 
when they are on motorcycles. 

Allgood said today's advanced 
technology is one of the reasons 
the use (rf nKtorcyde patrols is 
back. Thirty-two yean ago, the 
use of motorcycles was ended 
because radios were too bulky 
and imp(Knble to use on a mot(»'- 
bike. Because of this lack of 
communication, when the 
troopers had the choice between 
cars or motwcycles, tiie motor- 
cycles didn't get much use. 

Now, he said, radios are much 
smaller and Ughtwnght, with 
h cBdi p hO BaiMw^mHiB^^oHM fit- 
ting in the h^et, alfowing the 
trooper to communicate with the 
dispatcho- at all times. 

Though each of the state 
troopers has personal experience 
in riding motorcycle, Allgood 
said each one has also gone 
through weeks of training to cer- 
tify them for the program. The 
main concern, and what is em- 
phasized during the training, he 
said, is safety. 

Powell said he and the other 
volunteers spent two weeks 
working with the Washington, 
D.C. park police, who regularly 
work on motorcycles, learning 
everything from the basics of 
how to check the oil, oil the chain 
and pick up the 800- to 1,000- 
pound machine if it tips over, to 
the more skillful operating 
maneuvers of controlling the 
bikes in tight situations. 

After learning from the park 
police, the state trsopers thai 
took part in- a second course at 
the state poUce turademy in Rich- 
mond. Though they w«it over 
some of the same things, said 
Powell, they needed to go 
through the academy's course so 
they could be accredited for 
operating their bikes as state 
police. 

It was also at the academy that

The $800,000 investment into a new dredging 
equipment makes sense. The battle against the tidal 
forces will not be any easio* but the city's future 
ability to attract tourist will be assisted. — J.D.B. 



Deregulate 
with safety 

Critics who atUck the deregulation of the 
trucking industry on the basis of an increased num- 
ber of truck-related accidents take a narrow view of 
the issue. 

Since Congrns |»ss^ the Motor Carrier Act of 
1980, the number of trucks on U.S. highways has 
increased by more than 70 percent, Interstate 
Commerce Commission figures indicate. A private 
study said that the increased competition has 
resulted in estimated annual savings of $90 billion 
to producers and distributora of goods and $80 
billion a year to consumers. 

In a recent attack on the 1980 law, Teamsters 
Union officials focused on industry figures in- 
dicating that the number of trucking-related ac- 
cidents increased 2S percent between 1983 and 
1985. 

But Americans for Safe and Competitive 
Trucking, a coalition of shippers, carriers and con- 
sumer advocate, said the rate of truck-related bc- 
cidents per vehicle miles has declined since 
deregulation. 

Trucking industry safety deserves att«ition. A 
1986 law passed by Congress should help. It sets 
national standiu-ds for licensing commerical truck 
drivers, includii^ a requirement that stat« (induct 
driving tests or risk losing a portion of their federal 
highway funds. 

To use the hig^ numb^ oi accidents as a 
reason to attack dcr«fiilfttioD is, in effect, to 
suggest that the natioa muM ehooM between Mfety 
and unfettered compctidoii. Aawricaas ought to 
resist s\Kih rhetoric. Utm M^iwi^ ought to be 
possible without retnrtfng to a qntem of mtraint- 
of-trade r^latimu iim reduce the number of 
trucks, stifle oomped^m and ralic shippers' prices.

The politici|l fund-raising is

and professional lobbying is well 
known. The election of Owen 
Pickett in the last congressional 
election was an achievement of 
major significance in 'making a 
difference.' We continue to make 
a difference with our 
Congressional Contact Team 
during the session and when our 
congressman comes home. 

Candidate interviews for 
General Assembly sets ^are 
coming up this summer and for- 
mal endorsements will take place 
early in September. Endorsemen- 
ts are made on educational issues 
or upon issues that may impact 
upon education and educators.

Steering Committee met last 
week to begin its role in the 
coming campaigns. Our slogan 
continues to be, "Educational 
decisions are political decisions.

Fire 
Safety

EHd you know that the town of 
Virginia Beach Fire Department 
hired its first firefighter in May 
of 1925? He was assigned to the 
fire station located at Pacific 
Avenue and 24th Street. 

Today, the Virginia Beach Fire 
Department has 240 firefighters 
who work a one day on and two 
days off cycle. That's 80 
firefighters on duty 24 hours a 
day in the 16 fire stations within 
Virginia Beach. 

The Virgina Beachprofessional 
firefighter has to complete a 
four-month training on fire hose, 
ladders, fire apparatus, emetlen- 
cy first aid and many numerous 
topics. 

The training standards are high 
in Virginia Beach and thiU con- 
tribute to placing the Virginia 
^ach Fire Department in the top 
25 fire departments in the entire 
nation, according to a \9K sur- 
vey of FirehoBM Mi^idM. 

The firefighters report to the 
fire station at 8 a.m. and work 
for 24 hours. The Viiginia Beach 
firefighters have a wide varfety of 
tasks that they complete whUe on 
duty. For example, the 
firefighters check the apparatus 
as soon as they come on duty 
fran top to bottran. TT^y thai do 
the routine house cleaning, 
swMping and moppii^ the floors 
in the fire house. 



They clean and inspect the fire 
apparatus again even more 
thoroughly once a week. Every 
foot of fire hose in the station has 
to be tested once a year, ap- 
proximately 10,000 feet. Every 
fire hydrant in the city is inspec- 
ted, cleaned or painted by the 
firefighters once a year. 

The firefighters also conduct 
tours of their station to young 
school children as well as conduct 
fire safety classes at the elemen- 
tary schools in their area. The 
Virgina Beach firefighters exer- 
cise a minimum of 30 minutes 
every shift as well as a minimum 
of a one-hour fire training drill. 
Other tasks of the firefighters 
are, changing the oil in the fire 
apparatus and cleaning of the 
many windows in the firehouse. 

A new [xx^ram just began April 
1 and that is insp^ting businesses 
in Virginia Beach for fire hazar- 
ds. The firefighters conduct these 
routine building inspections once 
every shift, or 10 buildings a 
month. 

While the firefighters are not 
doing tMs maintenance work, 
drilling or building inspections, 
they an answering one of the 
11,000 alarms that are dispatched 
^arly to the 16 fire stations in the 
city of Virginia Beach. Your 
Virginia beach professional 
firefight»s are here to help you. 

Fireflghdng is a dangerous 
profession. Eleven firefighters 
died in the line of duty during 
March in the United States. 
Pl^ue help reduce the number of 
fires by becoming more fire 
safety conscious. Drop by any 
fire stiOXMi in Virginia Be{u:h and 
ask for a pamphlet on fire safety.

the system may not be equitable 
for the rest of the taxpaying 
public. 

Councilman John Perry, the 
oldest member on Council, said, 
however, that he paid his dues 
and should get a break.

Robert Spressler, representing 
the Mayor's Committee on the 
Handicapped, concurred with 
Council's action and said that 
those eligible should not feel that 
the exemptions were "a welfare 
or charity gesture."
